Columbus, O., Sept. 21.—Charging 
that world-wide protest because of exe- 
cution of clergymen by soviet Ruasia 
was not made until after the execu- 
tion of a Catholic prelate, Bishop 
Edgar Blake of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church came to the defense of 
soviet Russia in an address before 
delegates of the Ohio canference of the

“The Russian orthodox church,” 
Bishop Blake said, “was an ally to 
absolutism. It was the only force 
that could offer powerful resistance to 
the soviet when it came into power:

Priests and bishops were killed, many 
of them innocent men. 

1,200 Priests Slain.
